Bpeeiaii trains were run from Pa- 
ducab, Ky.. and Jackson, Tenn., both 
bringing large delegations. Other cit- 
ies ropresented were Murpbysboro. 
Louisville and New Orleans. 

The exerclaec commenced at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning whan ' tfa% 
knights assembled at Armory hall 
and did not conclude until a laid 
hour last night with an elaborate 
banquet. 

At 10 o'clock the knights and In- 
dies assembled and marched rroin 
the hall to St. Patrick's church 
whore high nin.s.s was celubraleJ. 
State Chaplin Rev. WlUlam J. Hea- 
ley, preached a sermon appropriate to 
the knlKhts. 

Following the servkes at the 
church the membei-s dt.sbanded for 
dtsner, many dining at The HalllJay 
whlle others were guests of local 
knights at their homeb. At l:nn 
o'clock the knights and tfie candi- 
dates assembled at the K. .M. K. C. 
hall where the Initiation was h.'ld.

Seised by an attack of heart dis- 
ease while Uking a bath, William A.

He worked lu Pa- 
ducah for years, being one of the 
compoDltoi-e on The Sun when the pa- 
per waK In its infancy. Me met with 
an accldeni several years ago, which 
disabled bIm for life. Mia ankle was 
broken and never healed, forcing the 
aged' printer to bobble about on 
crutches. He was serving 30 days In 
Jail for drunkenness. 

He became III of bowel trouble sev- 
eral days aRo. and yesterday bis son 
came to the >ail to visit bis father, 
flndluK him ill. Me aiiRKeHled that be 
be released to Bo home, where bet- 
ter ireatmont could be secured. Jail- 
er Baker aoquleaced, and sent for a 
cab and doctor. At the time Havis 
was In the Jail incloeare taking a 
batb. Suddenly he*reeled and Henry 
Skelton, colored, caught him. He 
summoned Jailer Eaker, but Havis 
bad died. 

The body wae taken lo the .Maiti! 
Efflnger undertaking parlors, ani 
prepared for burial. This mornlni; it 
was rentoved to bis home ou .North 
ElRhth street below the Smith & 
Scott tobacco factory.

OUR INTBRNAL WATBRWATS 



Norfolk Va., Jaaa 1<).— At tha 
.Natioual Editorial association held 
here today Presldant Roosavalt de- 
livered an address. In part as fol- 
lows: 

"Tho conver.'^at ion of our natural 
resources aud their proper uae coa- 
st itute the fundamental problem 
which underlies simost every other 
problem of our national life. Unless 
We maintain aa sda^aate mhteriai ba- 
sis for our civilisation, we can not 
maintain the Institutions in which wa 
take so great and s o Jga^ j| pride; 
and to waste and destMMHjMttura} 
resources means to oHIMHe this 
material basis. During the last Ave 
years efforts have been made in sev- 
eral new directions In the govern- 
ment service to get our people to 
look ahead, to exercise foresight, and 
to substitute a planned and orderly 
development of our resources in the 
place of a haphazard striving for 
4mmediate prollt. The effort has beaa 
made through several agencies. 

"In 19<i2 the reclamation service 
began to develop the larger opportu- 
ne • - of Uie western half of our 
coiiniiy for irrigation. The work in- 
cludes all the state from the great 
plains through the Rock mounlaina 
to the Pacinc slope. It hss been con- 
ducted with the clear and deflnlte 
purpose of using the valuable water 
resources of the public laud for the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber In the long run; in other words, 
for tho purpose of putting upon the 
land permanent home makers who 
will use and develop It for themselves 
and for thoir children and children's 
children.. 

'"rtie piililic lands of Ihe I'nited 
Stairs should W utilized In similar 
fashion Our piesent public land laws 
were passed wIh ii Iheie was a vast 
sur|)liis of vacant public land Tha 
chief desire was to 8e<ure settlers 
tliPi eciM. and cdnip.i rat iveh flight at- 
lenilon was paid \:iitiy how 

the lands were <li ;i • d el" in detail. 
In consequence, la.t execution of the 
laws became tho rule botli in the land 
oBce and in the puiiiir in.nd, and laait 
frauds were couiiuon and little noted. 
Thiis was especially true whea a ays- % 
tern originally designed for the fer- 
tile and well-watered regions of the 
middle west was applied to the dryer 
regions of the gre.i' iil.iin.'S and to the 
mounlaInK and ihe I'.iiitic coast. In 
these regions the system lent itself to 
fraud, and much land passed out o( 
the hands of the government without 
paaaing Into the hands of the home- 
maker. The department of the inte- 
rior and Ihe department of Justice 
Joined In prosecuting the offenders 
against the law; but both the law 
and Its ndminlstratiott were detective 
and needed to be changed. Three 
years ago a public lands CommtssiOB 
was appointed to scrutinise the law 
and the facts and to raoommend a 
remedy. Their examination specifl- 
oally showed the existence of great 
frauds upon the public domain and 
their recommendatloae for changes 
In the law were made with the design 
ot conserving the natural resonroan 
of everj- part of the public land by 
putting It to its best as*. Attention 
•was especially called to the preven- 
tion of settleaMUt by the passage ot 
great areas of public lante Into tha 
hands ot a fsw men, snd to the enor- 
mous waste caased by unrestricted 
grasing on the open range; a sys- 
tem of using the natural torage oa 
the public domain which amounts to 
patting a premium on Its destruc- 
tion. Congress has not yet acted on 
these rscommendations, except tor 
the repeal of the tntaultous Ueu-land 
law. 

Natkwsl Fowsts. 

"In 1891 congress authorised the 
president to create national forests In 
the public domain. These, forest re- 
serves remained for a long time la 
charge of the general land ollee, 
which had no men properly trained 
iu forestry. But Another department, 
that of agriculture, possessed the 
trained men. la other words, the gov- 
ernment forests were without forest-

But to thip day. .Mr. Spalding, 
proud Yankee to the core, is uncon- 
vinced. riHloutitodly the foreign 
taint In baBi ball bothered him not a 
little for a time, but he disposed of 
It to hi." sailpraiilon in the Bpring of 
ls^». wlien he visited Liverpool, af- 
ter a tour of th« British colonies, 
with the Chicago and AM- \nierlcan 
baseball teams. Throi:l..M! the 
trip English subjects had chidi'd him 
with the antecedent of the Amerban 
national game, so he Issued a chal- 
lenge to the champion rounder club 
of Great Britain, which was promptly 
accepted. By the terms of tbe agree- 
ment the British champions were to 
play a one-lnning rounder match 
(two innings make a full game) with 
a team of eleven men picked from 
the American "baBeballers," as the 
Englishmen called them, and then 
there was to be a flve-lnning game 
of baeeball. As "feeder" (pitcher) 
for his "eleven," Mr. Spalding was 
given a leather-covered sphere about 
the slse of a (oJf ball and rathia- 
soft. The rounder batsman faced 
him with a miniature cricket bat — 
"a cross between a poUto masher 



and a penholder." A high ball was 
"fouled" — as the Yaukces called It 
— but the r^cree declared It a fair 
bit, and as the batter made a circuit 
of the four boundary posts before 
the ball was reooverfld, he scored 
four runs. The next batsman re- 
peated the trick, and there was a 
total of eight runs to the credit of 
the Englishmen. Then, "Feeder" 
Spalding resorted to low balls cio.se 
to the batsman's body, and only three 
more runs were made before the 
eleven British champions were put 
out, and the inning was over. These 
last ram resulted from the failure 
of an American to hit ode- «f the 
champlonB with the ball, as (he tVlM 
permit. ' 

In their half of the Inning, the 
Yankees were Inclined- at first to try 
to "line out" the tiall, and the re- 
sults were disastrous. But soon they 
got the hang of batting with one 
hand, and scored eight runs before 
the eleven men were retired, Thia 
left them three ran* behind. 
I The baseball game was an entirely 
jdifferen^t story. Three Englishmen 
{struck out, and then the Americans 
jwent to bat. Thirty4Te men crosaed 
the plate, and still Ibe side had not 
'been retired. Because of pbyslclal 
exfaanvtion both teams were content 
that the match be declared off. Thus 
the first Inning In the base ball game 
was never finished; yet the score 
(itood 8'5 to 0 in favor of the Amerl- 
o4hs.— iflucceee.

without forests. Waste of effort. and 
waste of forests inevitably foMoweJ. 
Finally the situation was ended In 
1905 by the creation of the United 
States forest service, which has stop- 
ped the was^, conserved the re- 
sources of the nattonal forests, and 
made them useful: so that our for- 
ests are now being managed on a 
coherent plan, and la a way that au- 
gurs well for the futnre. 

Mineral Pods. 

' The mineral fuels of the eastern 
I'nited States have already paased in- 
to the hands of large ptJvate owners, 
and those of the west are FapIJIy fol- 
lowing. This should not be, for suca 
mineral resources belong In a pecu- 
liar degree to the whole people. Un- 
der private control there Is much 
waste from shortsighted methods of 
working, and the complete utilisation 
is often sacrificed for a greater Im- 
mediate profit. The mineral fuels un- 
der our present conditions are as es- 
sential tu our prosperity aa the for- 
ests will always be. The difference is 
that the aiipply is definitely limited, 
for coal doCK not grow and trees do. 
It is obvious that the mineral fiieln 
should be conserved, not wasted, and 
that enougli of them should reniaii. 
In the h.amdB of the government to 
protect the piople against unjust or 
extortionate prices '-r as that can 
stlli be done. What has been ac(?om- 
pllshejl in the regulation of the great 
oil fields of the ladlan Territory of- 
fers a strlkinR example of the good 
results of such a pollry. Last sum- 
mer, acrordlugly, 1 withdrew most 
of the coal-benring public lands tem- 
porarily from (li'-posal, and asked for 
the legia'.atlon necessary to protect 
the pubMc Interest by the conserva- 
tion of the mineral fuels; iii:ii ;s. idr 
the power to keep the fee in ilie e;ov- 
ernment and to leasa the cua;. oM. 
and gas rights under proper reRula- 
tlon. No such legis'ation was passe!, 
but I stlil hope that we shall ulti- 
mately get It. 

' *PabUc Domain. 

"In ai^ltlon to treating ^rlght for 
the benefit of the whole people the 
forests and the mineral beds, we 
should almllarly try to preserve for 
the benefit of a'.l the people the great 
stretches of public domain, some 
three hundred million acrea In all, 
which are unfit tor cultivation by 
present methods and valuable only 
for the forage which they supply. This 
vast area Js now open to the free graz 
ing of cattle, sheep, horses, and goats, 
without rtatrictlon or regulation. 
When 'population has Increased, as is 
now the case, such utter 'lack of man- 
agement means thsit the public do- 
main is turned over to be sklnne,! by 
men whose only concern is to get 
what they can out of It at the nio- 
ment, without any regard to wheth- 
er or not It Is ruined so far as the 
next generation Is concerned. In oth- 
er words, the range Is not so much 
used as wasted by abuse; and as an 
Incident conflict and bloodshad fre- 
quently arise between opposing us- 
ers. VVith the rapid settling of the 
west the range Is more 'nd more 
overgrazed. Moreover, much of it 
can not be used to advantage unless 
It Is fenced, for fencing is the only 
way by which to keep In check the ab- 
sentee owneri! of nomad fiocks which 
rnani hiiher and thither, utterly de- 
siro.\lnK the pasturage and leaving a 
waste behind, so that their presence 
is iiToompatlble with the presence of 
home-makers. Oood Judges estimate 
that our public range has now lost 
nearly half its value, yet fencing is 
agsinirt the law, and as the law now 
stands, II Is well-nigh Inipossiblo to 
do anything to keep the value 6f the 
range. The only practical remedy !s 
to give control of the ransc to the 
federal government. Such control 
would not only stop all conflld but 
would conserve the forage without 
st( pping IU use, as our. eaperlence 
with the national toresta has fully 
proved. 

"For several years we neve been 
doing everything in ou' power to 
prevent fraud upon the jiubUc. land 
What, ran be done under the present 
laws h now being done through the 
Joint action, of the interior depart- 
ment and, the department of Justice 
But fully to accomplish the prnven- 
tton of fraud there is need of further 
'.ei;isIatlon and especially of a siiffl- 
cient appropriation to permit the de- 
partment of the Interior to examia? 
certain classes of entries on the 
p;round before they pass Into private 
ownership. 

^ Onr Wutorwuyi. 
"Tl?l inabUIty of the ralh'oads of 
the United States to meet the do- 
mands upon thlm has drawn public 
jatientlon forcibly to the use of on. 
W8terwa.vs for tranaportatiflin. But 
it is obvious that this Is only one of 
I their many uses, and that a planned 
land orderly davalopment Is Impossi- 
jble except by taking into account a\I 
the services t^iey are capable of ren- 
Iderlog. It was npon this ground that 
.the Inland waterways commission was 
'recently appointed. Tbeir duty Is to 
'propose a comprehonslve plan for the 
j improvement and utillxaiioM of tlio-se 
great waterways which are the Rieat 
I potential highways of tlie count r.--. 
iTiieir duty i« also to tring together 
the points uf vl«W of ill users of 
I streams, a'^d to .aliliiK a genaral plan 
for the de elopme-.., ,ir-I conservation 
'of the vas natural lesources of the 
[waterways of the Unlied SUtee. 
I "Clearly It It iBVPO^sible for the 
waterways MiMHiwIoa to aoromplish 
Its great task frtthout considering the 
relatloaa ot sAams to the conserva- 
tion. aB4 aealilan other natural re- 
sources, and I have asked that it do^ 
so. Hara, then, for the flrat time, tb«

National Ir- 
rlnailon has proved itself a success 
by its actual working. Again, actual 
•sperience has shown that the nHii<)n- 
al forests will fulfill the larger pur- 
pose for which they were created. All 
#ho have thoughtr;ii!ly studied the 
aubject have conio lo see that the So- 
lution of the public lands question 
lies with the home maker, with the 
settler, who Uvea on his land, and 
tliat government control of the min- 
eral fnols and the public gracing 
lands Is necessary and inevitable. 
Bach of these conclusions represent- 
ed a movement of vast Importance 
which would confer large benefits up- 
on the nation, but which stood by it- 
self. They are connected together Into 
one great fundamental problem — 
thit of the conservation of all our 
natural resources. .Upon the wise so- 
lution Of this much of onr future ob- 
vlouslv depends. Even Such questions 
as ihe'regu'latlon of railway rates and 
the control of corporations are tn re- 
ality subsidiary to the primal prob- 
lem of the preservation tn the Inter- 
ests of ithe whole people of the re- 
sourceii that nature has given us. If 
we fall to aolva this problem, no 
skill In solvinR the others wlU In the 
end avail us v.>ry Rrestly. 

TnxalkfU. 
Now as to iiie matter of taxation. 
Most groat <ivlllsed countries have 
an Income tax and an inheritance 
tax. In my Judgment both should l)e 
part of our system of federal taxa- 
tion. I apeak diffidently about the in- 
come tax because one scheme for an 
Income tax was declared unconstllu- 
tlontl by tho supreme court by a five- 
to f< 111 vote: and In addition it is a 
diniiiili iiix ill ;i.liiiini:;ier in lis prac- 
tical '.vol l<;ll^;c, and avi-nt care would 
have 111 ill.

In my Judgment, however, the in- 
heritance tax Is both a far better 
method of taxation, and far more Im- 
portant for the purpose I liavn In 
view — the piirjiose of b;ivinn the 
swollen fortiiues of the lountr.v liear 
in proportion to their size a constant- 
ly increasing burden of taxation. 
The.se fortune.^ exist solely because 
of the iirotocti<)ii given the owners by 
the pub'.it . They are a constant source 
of care and anxiety lo the public and 
it is einlnently just that tliey should^ 
be forced to pay heavily for the pro 
tection Riven «honi. It is. nf course 
eleineniaiy tliat the nation has the 
absolute riclu to de<'lde as to the 
terms ui)on wlifi b any man shall re- 
ceive a bcfiues'l or devise from an- 
other. We liave repeatedly placed 
nil laws on our own statute books, 
11.1 ili.y liave repeatedly lKM>n di - 
'.aii i lOiistitullcual b> the courts. I 
beileve that the ta'x should roiiinln 
the progressive principle. Whatever 
any Individual receives, whether iiy 
gift, bequest, or devise. In life or In 
death, should, after a certain amount 
Is reac hed, be increasinKly liiir.iened ; 
and the rate of taxation should be 
increased in proportion to the re- 
moteness of blood of the man re- 
ceiving' from the man giving or <le- 
vising. The principle of this pro- 
gressive taxation of inheritancos has 
not only been authoritatively recoR- 
Ilized by the legislation of (iiiiBreiis, 
but it is now iinegnivocaily adopted 
In the leading eivili/.ed nations of the 
w-orld-- in, for iuslance, Creat Hrlt- 
aiii, France and Gerinan.\ . in (ireat 
Britain all <>»tates woitli live tliocs- 
and doliars or less are pi ac! ically ex- 
empt from death diitie-. while ilie in- 
crease Is sucli that when an t's'aie 
exceeds live nillilons of dollars in 



man law Is of special interest, be- 
cause it makes the inheritance tax an 
imperial mcasnre. While alloting to 
the individual states of the #mplrei a 
iKintlon of the proceeds and permit- 
ting them lo impo»o taxes in addition 
to those imposed by the imperial gov- 
ernment. In tiie United States the 
nsrtlonal government has more than 
tmce Imposed Inheritance taxes In ad- 
dition to those Impoaed by the statea, 
and in the laat Instance about^ one- 
half of the BUtes levied such ^es 
concurrently with the national gov- 
erninenl, making a combined maxi- 
mum rate. In some cases as high as 
25 per cent. The Prenoh law has one 
feaiture which Is to be heartily com- 
mended. The progressive principle |s 



tA) applied that each higher rate is 
imposed only on the excess above the 
amount aubject to the next lower rate 
This plan Is peculiarly adapted to 
the working out of the theory of us- 
ing' the inheritance lax for the pur- 
pose Of limiting the sise of Inherita- 
ble fortunes, since the progressive In- 
crease In the rates, accordiug to this 
mode, may be carried to Its logical 
conclusion In a maximum rate of 
nearly one hundred per cent for the 
amount In excess of a specified sum. 

Such a heavy progressixe tax is of 
coarse in no shape or way a tax on 
thrift or Industry, for thrift and in- 
dustry have ceased to possess any 
measurable importance Iv the acqui- 
sition of the sw<^len fortunes of 
which I speak long before the tax 
would In any way seriously affect 
them."
